Emperor of the Turks, deposed 
and dead, supposed to have been 
poisened ; 

Christin VIL. King of Denmark, dead; 

‘taria Queen of Portugal, expatriated ; 

Charles IV. King of Spain, deposed; 

Gustavus IV. King of Sweden, deposed; 

Ferdinand IV. King of Naples, deposed; 

Napoleon Bonaparte, Emperor of France and 
King of Italy, deposed—He has how- 
ever recently dethroned the Family of 
the Bourbons, and assumed the Scep- 
tre of France.
